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THE    VEGETABLE  SITUATION 
Summary 

The  harvest  of  late  potatoes  and  truck  crops  is  "being  completed  and 
large  quantities  are  moving  into  storage  for  fall  and  winter  marketing. 
Market  prices  are  at  about  the  seasonal  low  level  for  the  year,  "but  have 
shown  some  tendency  to  rise  in  recent  weeks.     This  tendency,  particularly 
for  truck  crops,  probably  will  become  more  pronounced  during  the  next  2 
months. 

The  outlook  for  winter  supplies  includes  prospects  for  larger  storage 
supplies  than  a  year  earlier  of  potatoes,  cabbage,  carrots,  and  celery,  but 
smaller  sup-plies  of  onions  and  sweetpotatoes.     Supplementing  these  storage 
supplies  are  probable  larger  supplies  of  fall  and  winter  snap  beans,  cabbage, 
carrots,  cauliflower,  kale,  and  spinach  produced  in  the  South  and  California. 

A  substantial  reduction  in  the  carry—over  of  canned  vegetables  this 
season  more  than  offset  a  small  increa.se  in  the  total  pack.     The  total  supply 
of  canned  vegetables,  taken  as  a  group,  for  the  19^0  marketing  season,  there- 
fore, is  likely  to  be  slightly  smaller  than  that  of  1939  ^xti  slightly  larger 
than  the  total  disappearance  in  the  1939  season. 

Business  activity  and  consumer  purchasing  power  will  be  somewhat 
higher  this  winter  than  a  year  earlier,   and  this  should  result  in  a  better 
demand  for  winter  vegetables.

POTATOES 

The  condition  of  late  potatoes  continued  to  improve  during  September, 
particularly  in  the  Western  States,  and  the  crop  was  estimated  as  of  October  1 
at  305  million  bushels.    An  increase  over  the  estimate  of  a  month  earlier  of 
1.5  million  bushels  in  the  Eastern  States  was  offset        a  decrease  of  a  like 
quantity  in  the  Central  States.     In  the  Western  States,  however,  the  increase 
was  6.4  million  bushels.    Owing  to  the  favorable  growing  conditions  during

recent  months  the  total  supply  of  late  potatoes  this  season  is  now  indi- 
cated to  "be  about  15  million  "bushels  larger  than  a  year  earlier.    The  "bulk 
of  this  larger  supply  will  be  available  for  marketing  during  the  next  6  to 
8  months,  since  a  large  part  of  the  late  crop  usually  goes  into  storage. 
_4nd  because  of  the  nature  of  the  demand  for  potatoes,  an  increase  in  market 
supplies  on  the  average  results  in  a  more  than  proportional  decrease  in 
prices.     If  there  were  no  increase  in. demand,  therefore,  the  prospective 
5  percent  increase  in  the  supply  of  late  potatoes  this  year  probably  would 
result  in  a  season  average  price  more  than  5  percent  below  the  price  re- 
ceived for  the  1939  late  crop.     This  price— depressing  influence  of  the  larger 
supply,  however,,  will  be  partly  offset  by  the  price— supporting  effect  of  the 
improved  consumer  purchasing  power. 

Market  prices  of  potatoes  have  been  fairly  stable  during  recent  weeks, 
although  those  for  the  Russet  Burbank  variety  tended  to  decline  slightly  - 
Potato      prices  now  appear  to  be  at  about  the  seasonal  low  level  for  the 
yeor,  and  are  substantially  below  "those  of  a  year  earlier. 

"         TRUCK  CROPS 

Feather  conditions  during  the  first  half  of  October  favored  the 
maturity  and  harvesting  of  late  track  crops  in  the  Northern  States.  The 
season  for  many  of  the  tender  vegetables  was  brought  to  a  close  by  cold 
weather,  but  the  hardy  varieties  continued  to  grow  to  maturity.    Late  cabbage, 
carrots,  celery,  onions  and  some  other  crops  were  being  harvested  in  good 
condition  and  moved  into  storage  for  winter  marketing. 

Market  supplies  of  late  lima  beans,   snap  beans,  cabbage ,  carrots, 
caulif lower,  celery,  cucumbers,  and  peppers  are  indicated  to  be  larger  than 
a  year  earlier,  "but  those  of  late  lettuce,  onions,  pea,s,   spinach,  and  toma- 
toes are  slightly  smaller.     These  crops,  following  on  the  markets  rather 
liberal  supplies  from  earlier  producing  areas,  hove  been  difficu.lt  to  market. 
Prices  for  many  of  them  have  been  much  lower  than  a  year  earlier  in  recent 
weeks,  and  it  is  indicated  that  the  seasonal  low  level  of  the  year  of  truck 
crop  prices  in  general  is  at  hand.    During  the  latter  part  of  October  there 
was  a  tendency  for  prices  to  rise  slightly.     This  tendency  probably  will  be- 
come more  pronounced  in  November  and  December  when  market  supplies  decrease 
seasonally. 

Reports  on  the  early  19U1  crops  grown  in  the  South  and  in  California 
indicate  that  the  acreage  of  snap  beans,  cabbage,  carrots,  cauliflower,  kale, 
and  spinach  will  be  increased  slightly  this  season  over  that  of  a  ycax  earlier. 
The  acreage  of  artichokes,  celery,  green  peppers,  and  shallots  is  decreased 
slightly.    With  favorable  growing  weather  these  acreages  probably  will  pro- 
duce generally  larger  supplies  of  fall  and  winter  truck  crops  than  were  avail- 
able last  year.     In  the  South,  however,  rain  is  needed  from  Louisiana  east- 
ward to  Florida.     Conditions  in  Texas  were  benefited  by  mid-October 
precipitation* 

The  United  States  asparagus  acreage  for  19U1  is  indicated  to  be  slight- 
ly larger  than  that  harvested  in  19^0  and  is  the  largest  of  record.  Small 
decreases  in  acreage  are  reported  for  California,  and  Georgia,  but  important 
increases  arc  indicated  for  several  of  the  late  States  where  much  of  the 
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production  is  utilized  for  conning  and  freezing.     It  is  estimated  that 
k, 5l6,OQO  crates  of  the  total  crop  of  7,338,000  crates  produced  in  California 
in  19^0  were  used  for  processing  as  compared  with  3,3^8,000  crates  out  of  a 
total  of  6,232,000  in  1939. 

TRUCK  CROPS  EOS  PROCESSING 

Only  small  changes  in  the  estimates  of  production  of  truck  crops  for 
processing  were  reported  during  October,  and  the  output  of  all  combined,  ex- 
cluding cucumbers  for  pickles  (an  estimate  for  which  will  not  "be  available 
until  November),  totals  3,317,000  tons  compared  with  3,279,000  tons  in  1939. 
There  r/as  a  lU  percent  increase  in  the  planted  acreage  of  these  crops,  but 
yields  for  all  except  green  peas  and  cabbage  for  kraut  were  disappointing. 
As  a  result,  production  of  many  of  the  processing  crops  in  I9U0  was  only 
slightly  larger  than  the  relatively  small  crops  of  1939*    ^he  total  pack  of 
canned  vegetables  probably  is  around  105  million  cases  of  2^  Ho.  2  cans  as 
compared  with  about  95  million  cases  in  1939 •     The  carry-over  is  down  about 
15  million  cases,  however,  and  will  more  than  offset  the  increase  in  the  pack 
The  total  supply  of  canned  vegetables  for  the  19^40  marketing  season,  therefor 
totals  about  lib  million  cases  as  compared  with  122  million  last  year,  and 
with  the  total  disappearance  of  110  million  cases  in  1939*    Only  the  supply  o 
canned  green  peas  appears  to  be  in  a  surplus  position.     The  prospect  is  that 
the  carry-over  of  canned  peas  next  June  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  normal.
